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Greenbriar Is Site for Second 
Elections Forum on Monday 


On Monday, August 18 at 7 
p.m. in the Greenbriar Commu- 
nity Room at 7600 Hanover Park- 
way, the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU), the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) and 
Fair Vote will participate in a 
community forum they are calling 
“The Prospects and Promises of 
Electoral Reform in the City of 
Greenbelt.” 

This will be the second public 
meeting on the issue of the city’s 
at-large election system. The 
first meeting was a worksession 
of the Greenbelt City Council. 
The second meeting will focus on 
electoral reform. 

On February 29 the City of 
Greenbelt received a letter from 
Deborah Jeon of the ACLU, 
representing that group and the 
Prince George’s County chapter 
of the NAACP. In the letter Jeon 
claimed that unless Greenbelt was 
willing to change its municipal 
election laws, it would fail to 
meet its obligations under the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965. 

The Greenbelt City Council is

currently elected in November of 
odd years by means of a system 
where every member of council 
is elected at-large by the votes of 
all participating. The ACLU and 
the NAACP have argued that this 
system has produced an all-white 
city council. 

They proposed moving elec- 
tions to even-numbered years (so 
they correspond with national 
and state elections) and creat- 
ing districts to help ensure that 
the racial make-up of council 
more closely resembles that of 
the city’s population. Fair Vote 
proposes an alternative Choice 
Voting system. 

After two previous meetings 
were canceled by the NAACP 
and the ACLU, the city hosted 
the first public meeting about 
the issue. June White Dillard 
of the NAACP, Amy Ngai of 
Maryland FairVote and Deborah 
Jeon, author of the ACLU’s let- 
ter, each presented their rationale 
for changing the city’s electoral 
system and proposed concrete 
changes they believed would fix 
the problem. Attendees at the 


meeting, like council itself, were 
largely white and, to use Jeon’s 
phrase, were not “fully repre- 
sentative of Greenbelt’s racially 
diverse citizenry.” 

Many citizens in attendance 
stressed the city’s civic pride and 
activist spirit and expressed a 
sense of betrayal. Frank Gomez 
said, “I was offended about the 
NAACP and ACLU getting in 
our business.” 

Barbara Dickey-Davis was 
“concerned with the tone of the 
NAACP and ACLU,” which she 
called “offensive and shocking,” 
demonstrating only that the orga- 
nizations “have come in without 
doing their homework.” 

Others, such as Evelyn Lewis, 
said, “When I look at a council 
that isn’t diverse, it tells me it 
doesn’t represent the city. It is 
very important that all people are 
represented.” 

Nearly everyone who attended 
the meeting welcomed some form 
of change, though there was no 
consensus on what to change and

Longtime Greenbelt Employee 
Learns New Ropes as City Clerk

Cindy Murray may be new 
to the job of Greenbelt’s city 
clerk but she’s a familiar face in 
Greenbelt’s city offices. When 
she started this job on June 2, 
she simply opened a new chapter 
of her 33-year career with the 
city and moved her office from 
the Public Works Department to 
the Municipal Building. 

Of her new position, she says, 
“T like it very much. I find it 
very interesting.” But the most 
interesting thing about the job for 
her also ties into her biggest frus- 
tration so far. While she loves 
how much she is learning about 
the city as its clerk, she also is 
impatient with her own inability 
to provide answers for people as 
quickly as she would like. 

In her former position with 
Public Works, she explains, she 
knew the ins and outs of the 
whole department. In this new 
job, there’s a lot she doesn’t 
know yet and she is sometimes 
frustrated when she doesn’t have 
the answers to people’s questions 
at her fingertips. “I need to have 
patience with myself,” she em- 
phasizes; she’s eager to get back 
to the same comfort level she had 
at Public Works. 

In the meantime she has the 
support of a number of key peo- 
ple, including Kathleen Galla- 
gher, who served as city clerk 
until April, when she left for a 
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job at the Institute of Govern- 
mental Service and Research at 
the University of Maryland, and 
Assistant City Manager David 
Moran, who worked as city clerk 
in the late 1990s. “I’m following 
in some great footsteps,” Mur- 
ray asserts. She emphasizes that 
both Gallagher and Moran have 
been important resources for her. 
“I’ve called on Kathleen a few 
times,” she explains, “and she’s 
been very helpful.” Of Moran, 
she says, “It’s really nice to have 
someone currently on staff who 
has done this job before!” 
Moran is quick to pass back 
the compliments. “Cindy 1s do- 
ing a great job,” he says. “We’re 
really thrilled she’s here. We’re 
very lucky to have someone with 
her skills, qualifications and de- 


sire to do this job.” 

Moran emphasizes that Mur- 
ray’s background with the city 
is one of her strengths as clerk. 
The job is an administrative one; 
the clerk reports to the city man- 
ager, Michael McLaughlin, and 
works extensively with the coun- 
cil and other city officials. 

In large part Murray’s job as 
city clerk is to prepare, main- 
tain and attest to the official re- 
cords of the city government and 
council’s action. At meetings she 
takes minutes and notes the reso- 
lutions and ordinances discussed, 
as well as the actions taken. 

Murray’s other responsibilities 
include administering the city’s 
elections every other year and 
maintaining voter registration 
records for the city. 

Moran points out that fulfill- 
ing those duties requires a lot 
of communication with other 
city departments which makes 
Murray’s knowledge of the city 
especially useful. “One of her 
strengths is her knowledge of 
Greenbelt,” he says. “She al- 
ready knows who’s who and 
where things are, and she already 
understands the organization and 
structure of the community and 
the city government.” 

Murray identifies her clerk role 
as one of a facilitator; she sees

Council Focuses Attention 
On Schrom Hills Pond

The only item creating any 
great interest and discussion at 
the August 11 Greenbelt City 
Council meeting, a meeting that 
otherwise consisted of non-con- 
troversial pro-forma agenda items, 
was what to do about maintaining 
the pond at Schrom Hills Park 
and who should do it. After 
discussion, council agreed to 
seek more information and then 
ponder again what to do about 
the pond. 

History 

For more than 20 years the 
pond has been a perplexing prob- 
lem to the city and a matter 
of concern to nearby residents. 
Originally planned as a land- 
scaped lake with adjacent walk- 
ing trails around it, a second 
Greenbelt Lake for Greenbelt 
East residents, the developer, 


according to Councilmember Ed 
Putens, added $10,000 to the 
price of nearby new homes hav- 
ing lakeside views. 

Besides being a scenic amenity 
to a new city park, the pond was 
to serve as a required storm water 
detention facility for development 
of the Greenbrook and Ora Glen 
subdivisions off Hanover Park- 
way in Greenbelt East. But the 
residents moved in without the 
pond having been built. 

While the developer, city, 
county and U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers went back and forth 
on design for the lake, reducing 
its size and eliminating an island 
and surrounding walkways, the 
pond appeared on its own be- 
cause of an obstruction of some

Harriette Phelps’ Work 
Reported in the Post 


Greenbelt’s Harriette Phelps 
and her work researching the 
health of the small streams 
that feed the Anacostia was 
the subject of a Washington 
Post article on August 4 by 
David A. Fahrenthold.

carbons) in Indian Creek and 
chlordane (a banned pesticide 
used to kill termites) in Green- 
belt’s Still Creek.

hybrid of at-large, SMD; or an 
alternative at-large system such as 
limited voting; cumulative voting 
or choice voting as advocated by 
Maryland Fair Vote.

manager, new menu and new 
musical programming with a 
focus on scheduling more clas- 
sic jazz. Chu, the leader of 
the house jazz band that has 
been performing monthly at the 
Café since 2004, has been lin- 
ing up local jazz performers at 
the Café while Peter Reppert 
arranged for open mic nights 
focusing on jazz and show tune 
standards. 

Bossa nova and other Latin 
rhythms have great significance 
in jazz history and the Café also 
has a house Brazilian band with 
whom Chu plans to work. One 
can often find these musicians 
along with the Café’s co-man- 
ager Maria Almeida, who sings 
in Portuguese, exploring the 
Jobim standards after the open 
mics on Thursdays. 

The Café has hosted jazz 
performers in the past. For a 
while, Tuesday was known as 


Jazz Night and often featured

kind in the waterway, a natural 
small stream valley. 

Neighboring residents then 
became concerned that their 
lake view residences would be- 
come part of the new pond. As 
tree roots became flooded, trees 
died. While the water level nev- 
er reached the homes, the pond 
became stagnant and unsightly. 
Meanwhile the developer, city, 
county and Corps continued to 
debate what should be done. 

Then, as suddenly as the lake 
appeared, it disappeared. Finally, 
agreement was reached and the 
lake was built under county su- 
pervision by a private contractor 
many years after the subdivisions 
for which the storm water reten- 
tion pond was required had been 
built. 

New Problem 

Now the lake is acting up again. 
Over the past couple years the level 
of the lake has risen significantly, 
according to City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin via email, apparently 
because of an obstruction in the 
outfall structure. Residents again 
became concerned about what 
would happen to their homes. 

Sharon Perry of the Green- 
brook Homeowners Association 
asked the county to do something. 
Jeffrey M. DeHan, division chief 
of the Storm Drain Maintenance 
Division, replied that the county 
did not have an agreement with 
the city to maintain the property. 
This response then resulted in a 
flurry of emails between city and 
county officials. 

Again, the flooding caused 
adjacent trees to die. However, 
according to McLaughlin, recent 


heavy rains in June apparently 
dislodged the blockage and the 
water level now has returned to 
normal. 

Emails 

The problem has caused the 
city staff to look into the question 
of who is supposed to maintain 
the pond. Celia Craze, director 
of Planning and Community De- 
velopment, said in an email to 
McLaughlin that she felt there was 
“extensive documentation that this 
facility has always been a county 
facility.” Staff has found in city 
records a draft agreement between 
the city (the property owner) and 
the county in which the county 
would assume responsibility for 
maintaining the pond. However, 
while the city had signed this 
agreement, there 1s no evidence 
that the county ever did. 

DeHan told McLaughlin to 
contact the county’s Department 
of Public Works Office of En- 
gineering for consideration of a 
maintenance agreement. However, 
Dawit A. Abraham, associate di- 
rector of that office, told him, “I 
do not see why the county would 
be responsible for the functional 
maintenance of this pond now 
after 20 years in service.” He 
suggested McLaughlin write an 
official letter to the Director of 
Public Works. McLaughlin ob- 
jected to such a letter on the basis 
that the pond “is a county storm 
water detention facility that was 
extensively designed and rede- 
signed by the county and Corps of 
Engineers before it was built.” To 
this Abraham responded that he 
agreed a letter was unnecessary. 

His reasoning was that “the 
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pond is not a county facility and 
cannot be accepted now for main- 
tenance by the county.” However, 
he did ask to see a copy of the 
draft agreement the city had for 
the pond. 

Subsequently, in a letter dated 
July 25, Director of Public Works 
and Transportation Haitham A. 
Hiyazi told McLaughlin that there 
was no maintenance agreement, 
the pond is not incorporated into 
the county’s maintenance inven- 
tory, the county is not able to 
accept any additional maintenance 
responsibilities and, therefore, “the 
pond maintenance responsibility 
remains with the City of Green- 
belt.” 

Council Discussion 

At this juncture, Councilmem- 
ber Rodney Roberts intervened. 
He asked that the item be placed 
on the council agenda for this 
meeting. Roberts was concerned 
that city staff was trying to get the 
county to assume responsibility 
when he felt the city might be the 
better agency to do so. 

Expressing dissatisfaction with 
the way the county performs ser- 
vices, Roberts told the other coun- 
cilmembers that “anything within 
reason that we can take over from 
the county I am in favor of.” He 
requested staff to provide council 
with more information about the 
anticipated costs of maintaining 
the pond. 

Staff, on the other hand, ex- 
pressed a desire to pursue the 
matter with the county. Craze re- 
portedly expressed concern that if 
the city assumed responsibility, it 
would face extensive future costs 
for dredging sedimentation from 


the pond, as it already faces for 
dredging Greenbelt Lake. (Net- 
ther Craze nor McLaughlin were 
at the meeting.) 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
told council that the county had 
sought authority in the 1980s 
through state legislation to take 
over responsibility for storm water 
maintenance from the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
and by law it is the county’s re- 
sponsibility. (There is a separate 
tax levy by the county of 5.4 
cents per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion for this responsibility.) 

Councilmembers Ed Putens and 
Leta Mach expressed reservations 
about the city’s assuming respon- 
sibility for the pond but the coun- 
cilmembers agreed to ask staff to 
provide more information. 

Trees 

At the request of Putens, based 
on a letter from Sheldon Goldberg 
of the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Coalition, council also discussed 
the problem of trees killed by the 
recent flooding. Some are felt to 
be a potential threat to adjacent 
residents and residences. 

Putens requested that the city 
horticulturist take a look at the 
trees to determine what might be 
hazardous. Manzi noted that the 
trees might be in a state-regu- 
lated buffer zone and that state 
approval might be required to 
remove trees or brush. Mayor 
Judith Davis noted that because 
it is a wetland area, those trees 
which were not deemed to be 
hazardous might not be ap- 
proved for removal. Council 
requested that Manzi and staff 
check this out.

herself as helping other people do 
their jobs and helping to keep the 
city functioning smoothly. Moran 
adds that as she becomes more 
comfortable in the position, she’ll 
be able to put her own stamp on 
aspects of the position. 
A Long History 

Murray began working for the 
city as a police dispatcher, back 
when there were only 18 officers 
and the department was housed in 
the Municipal Building. Her next 
positions were as an administrative 
assistant for Public Works and then 
as the department’s coordinator of 
recycling programs, a job she held 
for the past eight years. 

In the time she’s worked for 
the city, she emphasizes, there’s 
been a lot of change, both in the 
departments themselves and in 
the city as a whole. Murray is 
particularly proud of growth in the 
city’s recycling programs, which 
now include paper, plastic, metal 
and glass, electronics, fluorescent 
lights, composting and twice- 
monthly pickups of donated goods 
by the American Relief Workers. 

Murray happily cites the statis- 
tic that more than 51 percent of 
Greenbelters recycle. “People will 
recycle,” she emphasizes, “if you 
make it easy for them!” 

Her former boss, Kenny Hall, 
the director of Public Works, says, 
“Lots of the credit for the growth 
of those programs goes to Cindy. 
We very much enjoyed having her 
on staff.” 

The years Murray spent as the 
city’s liaison to the Recycling and 
Environment Advisory Committee 
and in the Public Works Depart- 
ment were dear to her, evidenced 
by her enthusiasm. 

But she saw the position of city 
clerk as an opportunity to work 
with different issues. “I’m abso- 
lutely increasing my knowledge 
of the city, particularly with how 
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its government works,” she says. 
Greenbelt has “an outstanding city 
council,” she emphasizes, and it’s 
“a really active council, one that 
deals with a lot of issues.” When 
topics like plans for Routes 201 
and 1 come before the council, 
Murray finds herself learning a 
great deal from the various view- 
points that are presented to the 
council on these issues. 

Personal Life 

Murray particularly appreciates 
the flexibility her work with the 
city has given her over the years. 
She started as a full-time employ- 
ee, but went to part-time when she 
had children. “That gave me a 
wonderful balance,” she says. As 
her children got older, she went 
back to full-time. 

Murray has never lived in 
Greenbelt — she grew up in Adel- 
phi, graduated from High Point 
High School in Beltsville and has 
lived with her husband, a consul- 
tant with Booz Allen Hamilton, 
in Bowie for more than 20 years. 
But her kids spent lots of time 
here, going to day care, camps 
and the pool. 

Now that those kids are in their 
twenties — her twin boys, 23, work 
as a police officer and a paramedic 
and her daughter, 20, is a junior at 
Frostburg State University — Mur- 
ray has the flexibility that the city 
clerk job requires, particularly 
since Murray must attend so many 
evening meetings. 

And she’s more and more 
impressed with what she learns 
about Greenbelt. “It’s a wonder- 
ful place,” she says. “It’s amaz- 
ing how many people are involved 
and how much people do. I have 
loved being a part of this commu- 
nity and getting to know so many 
people here.” 

“TI feel very fortunate to have 
worked for the city for so long,” she 
says. “It’s a great place to work.”

Indian Creek is a tributary 
of the Anacostia that begins in 
the vicinity of Konterra south 
of Laurel and flows southward 
along the western side of Green- 
belt. Beaverdam Creek flows 
from the eastern section of the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center westward to Indian Creek 
north of the city with one branch 
originating in Greenbriar. Still 
Creek flows from Greenbelt East 
westward through Greenbelt Park 
to Indian Creek. 

All members of the council 
attended the meeting as did City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
and Assistant City Manager Da- 
vid Moran. Ed James representing 
GHI’s Woodland Committee was 
also present as well as about half 
a dozen interested residents. 

Mayor Judith Davis asked for 
background information from each 
of the groups as well as informa- 
tion on their current projects. 

Bell explained that CCRIC 
is a 501c3 organization that has 
worked “since 1998 to promote 
low impact development” in the 
vicinity of Indian Creek. 

Developers of Konterra had 
wanted to run sewer lines along 
Indian Creek but citizen action 
had prevented this “catastro- 
phe” from happening, she said. 
Sewer lines often overflow dur- 
ing heavy rain storms, she ex- 
plained, spilling raw sewage 
into streams. 

Bell indicated that CCRIC, 
BCWWG and Friends of Still 
Creek work together on projects 
like the Green Man and Labor 
Day Festivals as well as various 
cleanups and bird walks to edu- 
cate the public on the importance 
of healthy watersheds. 

BCWWG 

Cavigelli, vice president of BC- 
WWG, spoke of past and present 
activities of his organization: bat, 
bird and frog walks; CSA (Com- 
munity Sustainable Agriculture) 
for Greenbelt, which has about 
100 members; and Reel and Meal 
at the New Deal. The group also 
monitors stream “critters”? (macro 
invertebrates) in Beaverdam Creek 
and advocates in Annapolis. 

In addition its members have 
transplanted ocean spawning 
herring into Beaverdam Creek, 
carried out various roadside and 
creek cleanups and participated 
in the Greenbelt Girl Scouts 
“Thinking Day.” Other activities 
have included tree plantings and 
the anti-ICC campaigns (since 
the ICC will create further run- 
off and development, resulting 
in still more creek erosion and 
sedimentation). 

BCWWG,, first winner of the 
Jim Cassels Award, has also 
been active in bike to work 
programs, storm water manage- 
ment seminars by the Maryland 
Department of the Environment 
as well as other government 
agencies and has provided in-

formation to the public on storm 
water management issues. 

BCWWG, along with CCRIC 
and Friends of Still Creek, won 
the “Most Humorous Award” for 
their float in the 2007 Greenbelt 
Labor Day parade demonstrating 
that environmentalists know how 
to have a good time. 

Cavigelli, a soil scientist at the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC), was asked by 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
about BARC’s policy toward bea- 
vers and the environmental work 
of their group. Cavigelli indi- 
cated that he was unsure of what 
position the new BARC leader- 
ship would adopt but indicated 
that in the past they had been 
open to environmental concerns. 

Still Creek 

Bill Duncan, president of 
Friends of Still Creek, talked 
about Still Creek and the chal- 
lenges it faces from massive 
storm water run-off. In addition 
to the ubiquitous plastic bottles, 
tires, large appliances and mat- 
tresses that have been removed 
by watershed group cleanups, 
highly toxic elements are also 
finding their way into Indian and 
Still Creeks. 

Council was impressed with 
his presentation and suggested 
that he present it to GEAC and 
homeowners associations border- 
ing Still Creek. Various mitiga- 
tion techniques were discussed, 
such as permeable pavers, green 
roofs and rain barrels. 

But as one citizen comment- 
ed, “Permeable pavers, etc., are 
great, but the problem is too 
much development. You still 
need forests for percolation.” 

Davis asked what the city 
could do regarding storm water 
management. Bell of CCRIC 
indicated that identifying prob- 
lem areas, then working to fix 
those problems would be a first 
step. A meeting was suggested 
with the city’s planning depart- 
ment in order to keep the wa- 
tershed groups informed as to 
what new development may be 
coming up. 

Davis also suggested that wa- 
tershed volunteers consider apply- 
ing for vacancies on the Advisory 
Planning Board, Recycling and 
Environmental Action Committee 
or Forest Preserve Board. 

All the watershed groups wel- 
come new members, say they 
have many fun and educational 
activities for adults and children 
and can be contacted at Bea- 
verdam Creek Watershed Watch 
Group, www.beaverdamcreek.org;
